Won't answer prison cells 
Lower Frederick joins boycott

A third, volunteer fire company agreed Mon­ 
day to join, a fire service boycott of the State 
Correctional Institution at Graterford. 
In a unanimous vote during a special meeting 
Monday night, officers and directors of the 
Lower Frederick Fire Co. decided to stop 
responding to alarms at the prison as of 1:01 a.m. 
Wednesday. 
The action came as the Shapp administration 
was still in the midst of studying announcements 
by the Perkiomen and Collegeville companies 
that they were terminating fire protection ser­ 
vices at the state-owned facility because of the 


governor’s veto of a volunteer firemen legal aid 
bill.It also was taken on the eve of an anticipated 
vote in the state senate aimed at overriding that 
veto.Lower Frederick officers indicated that the 
decision to end services was made both to protest 
Shapp’s ruling and to back Perkiomen and 
CollegevHle. 
“We felt Perkiomen was making the right 
move, and we also believe the state should 
provide protection for firefighters going on state 
land,"’ said 'Lower Frederick Chief Ronald 
Musselman. He said a telegram will be sent to 
Governor Shapp today informing him of the 


decision. 
Shapp administration representatives said 
Monday afternoon that members of the gover­ 
nor’s staff were still examining similar 
telegram,s dispatched by the Perkiomen unit, 
which cut off Its fire coverage of Graterford 
Saturday, and the collegeville company, which 
announced its intention to stop responding to 
calls as of 12:01 this morning, 
“'There is no new statement at this time/* said 
a, spokesman in the governor’s press office., “The 
telegrams are being looked at by the governor’s 
staff, and I don’t know at this moment when 
another statement will be made.’’ 


Crash victim becomes 
1 st area kidney donor

Elbert, and Patricia 
Alexanderson have 
stopped asking, after two 
weeks, why their 15-year- 
old healthy, normal son 
died. But they are proud 
to have made a decision 
which made Tommy’s 
death a little less empty. 
Tom. my Alexander,son 
died June 6 when his 
brain stem was severed 
after a car crash, in 
Upper PottSgrove. 
As his parents sat in 
Pottstown Memorial 
Medical Center that 
Sunday evening, they 
decided to donate 
Tommy’s two healthy 
kidneys to save the lives 
of someone else. 
They found out Friday 
Tommy was the first 
kidney donor to the 
D e l a w a r e V a l l e y 
Transplant Program 
from this area. 
The only thought of the 
young parents the night 
Tommy died was that “if 
this could help someone 
else, then it should be 
done,” they said. 
“We thought perhaps 
some good could come 
out of this horrible 
traged y,” said Mrs. 
Alexanderson. 
Tommy’s mother said 
she is still surprised 
when someone asks how 
she and her husband 
made the decision.

Levitz and FTC resolve 
dispute on advertising 


The Federal Trade Commission 
Monday announced a settlement with 
the Levitz Furniture Corp., formerly 
based in, Pottstown, to end alleged, 
ad vertising misrepresentation., 
The negotiated settlement, known as 
a “consent agreement,” does not 
represent an, admission of violations of 
law on, the part, of Levitz, which the 
FTC said had 1974 sales of about $3.50' 
million. 
Levitz, one of the country’s largest 
furniture retailers, was founded in 
Pottstown by Leon and Ralph Levitz in 
1936. It now has 60outlets in 27 states. 
The FTC complaint against Levitz 
charged, the chain: 
— Misrepresented furniture as made 
'Of solid, wood when in fact it w as 
constructed wholly or in part of veneer 
or plastic. 
— Advertised furniture as 
“Spanish,” “Italian” or “French” 
when in, fact it was made in the United 
States. 


— Claimed, false price reductions in 
'“sales.** 
The FTC said Levitz “purchases 
repossessed merchandise, exchanges 
new merchandise for used and places 
this repossessed and used mer­ 
chandise in. a section of its selling floor 
known as the "outlet,” or ‘as-is* sec­ 
tion,.'” 
The complaint said this merchandise 
“has in many instances been offered 
for sale and sold to consumers without 
affirmative and specific indication 
that this merchandise is used or 
repossessed.” 
in addition lo its other charges, the 
FTC said the Miami-based firm, sold 
some defective furniture and failed to 
promptly remedy the condition when 
customers complained, falsely 
represented itself to be1 a wholesaler 
and failed, lo disclose all terms and 
conditions of guarantees. 
Levitz frequently advertised price-

Brutal killings of pets 
probed in Pottstown area

State and local police 
are investigatin g a 
number of killings of pet 
animals Pottstown area. 
Bo r o ug h Humane 
Officer Leon Favors said 
he knew of at least four 
recent incidents in which 
family pets were killed. 
“It’s mostly dogs and 
cats that are being kill­ 
ed ,” he said. “ Per­ 
sonally, I think it’s being 
done by kids, but I 
haven’t been able to get 
anywhere on finding out 
who's responsible.” 
Favors said most of the 
incidents occur in the 
Walnut , Beech and 
Washington, streets area. 
“In fact, in many cases 
cats and dogs have been, 
tortured to death, either 
choked ,/itb ** rope or 
beaten,” he said. “I don’t 
know what kind of person 
would lo such a thing.” 
But someone is com­ 
mitting the crimes. 
Fourteen-year old 
Marvene Williams, ,565 
Jefferson St., went, to 
feed, her pot rabbit, at 7 
a.m.. Monday, and found 
the animal, hanging from, 
its cage. 
According to police, the 
family left the house for 
about, three hours on. 
Sunday afternoon,, and 
during that time someone 
went into the home and 
killed the pet. 
Police said the intruder 
let the pet come halfway 
out of its cage, than 
pushed the door closed, 
crushing it. 
The Williams told 
police that other family 
pets, including fish and 
turtles, had 'been taken 


from, their yard and 
killed. 
In Pughtown. a Ger­ 
man shepherd was found 
killed, outside the M'iquon 
Corp., Route 23, Sunday. 
The animal was a 
watchdog for the com­ 
pany and was found 
impaled on a 3-foot-high 
stake, to which his chain 
was attached, according 
to State Police at Em- 
breeviUe. 


Trooper Paul Aimer 
reported intruders had 
crushed the dog’s skull 
with a cinder block, and 
then i m p a 1 ed the 
remains. 
The dog belonged to 
Martin, S.. E'berly, 2348 
Brown St., Sanaloga. 
Another dog was found 
dead on Jefferson Street 
Friday, but authorities 
didn’t collect the dog’s

African rioters 
bum 3 schools 
JOHANNESBURG, 
South Africa (UPI) — 
Police Monday fired into 
mobs of black rioters who 
burned three schools and 
attacked a, white farmer 
and slaughtered his 
livestock as the 
segregated nation’s race 
riots spread to the 
capital. 
A weekend of relative 
calm exploded into new 
violence in black town­ 
ships around Pretoria, 
the capital. Hundreds of 
blacks burned three 
schools, a hospital, II 
buses, administration 
buildings, a missionary 
bookstore and a beer 
hall.Police minister Jimmy 
Kruger said in nine black, 
rioters had 'been killed 
Monday in townships 
around, the capital, 
bringing the overall 
death toll in five days of 
racial unrest to' 139, two 
of them whites. 
Police said a black 
man wielding an axe 
'"went berserk," in 
downtow n Job annesburg 
and injured two white 
mien and two white 
women before police shot 
him and, carted him, off 
wounded. Police said “it 
is not clear whether the 
incident has any con­ 
nection” with the current 
anti-government unrest.

It will be interesting to see what happens 
next time a fire breaks out at the State 
Correctional Institution at Graterford. 
P e r k i o m e n

legeville volunteer firemen probably will 
find it difficult to stay home when their 
alarm rings. But if they do stay home, it will 
be hard for anybody to blame them. 
The Perkiomen Fire company, on the 
advice of the township supervisors, has 
notified Gov. Shapp that it will no longer 
respond to fire alarms at institutions such as 
Graterford, since the governor vetoed a bill 
that would have given firemen financial 
protection against lawsuits filed as a result 
of their volunteer efforts. Collegeville has 
joined the boycott. 
At a glance, the firemen’s decision might 
seem like that of a public employe who 
refuses to work, or strikes, in an effort to 
gain higher pay or more benefits. 
But the situations are not at all similar. 
Volunteer firemen ask no compensation for 
the hours they spend fighting fires and 
training to do so. And they risk their lives 
every time that alarm sounds. 
The 
story 
of 
the 
suit 
filed 
against 
Perkiomen firemen by Graterford inmates 
has been repeated many times. It aroused 
the ire of nearly every legislator in the 
state— the bill that would have provided 
state aid to firemen in such cases passed the 
House and Senate overwhelmingly. 
Gov. Shapp vetoed it. 
Small 
municipalities 
like 
Perkiomen 
Township cannot affort the thousands of 
dollars in legal fees that lawsuits bring. And 
the cost is the same whether the firemen win 
or lose. 
If Gov. Shapp feels the state cannot afford 
to 
give 
firemen 
the 
small 
protection 
provided in the bill passed by the legislature, 
then the state better start thinking of new 
ways to protect its institutions from fire 
damage. 
The responsibility for whatever occurs 
next is on the governor’s shoulders, 
And it’s doubtful he can come up with a 
plan to protect state institutions that’s less 
expensive than volunteer firemen.

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The 5th of July: 
a fine day in 
its own right

Pity the 5th of July. 
For 200 years that date has remained in 
relative obscurity, overshadowed by July 
4, the day when the Declaration of In­ 
dependence was formally adopted by the 
ContinentaI Congress. 
It’s a shame because many significant 
events took place the following afternoon. 
But, because of the aura surrounding the 
Fourth, these occurences have been largely 
forgotten. 
Together 
with 
Bernard 
Lookback, 
renowned Pottstown area historian, I have 
prepared a list of the more famous July 5, 
1776 happenings. Here’s a small sampling: 
Although it’s become traditional to have 
fireworks displays on the 4th of July, the first 
display came a day later. This happened 
when a colonist accidentally tossed a match 
into a British ammunition shed in Boston. 
The townsfolk so liked the show, they made it 
a practice to set off fireworks on each July 5. 
It was only through a government law, 
passed several years later, that the displays 
were moved back one day. 
A widely known dance hall girl was 
arrested on the Fifth when she began doing a 
striptease number on stage. While in prison 
she writes the legendary pamphlet “The 
Eight to Bare Arms.” 
The Colonial Corps of Engineers starts 
the Schuylkill River Flood Control Project 
predicting the work would be done in “two or 
three centuries at most.” 
Amos Ford, great-great-great- grand­ 
father of Gerald Ford bumps his head while 
getting out of a carriage. 
The Commonwealth Crime Commission 
starts preparing 
its 
report on 
alleged 
corruption among minutemen in Phoenix- 
ville. 
Vice-Admiral 
William 
McWave, 
a 
pioneer in naval theory, coins the phrase, 
“One if by land, two if by sea, and three if by 
submarine.” McWave’s historic instructions 
were later shortened, of course, and the 
admiral confined to a hospital bed for the 
duration of the Revolutionary War. 
Thomas Jefferson, while traveling to 
Philadelphia, refuses to stay in a certain inn 
because George Washington slept there. 
To celebrate the Declaration of In­ 
dependence, the Pottstown area decides to 
have a large fireworks display. Each local 
municipality 
agrees 
to 
contribute 
six 
shillings, except North Coventry which 
labels the project “ an unnecessary ex­ 
pense.” 
While this has little to do with the 
Revolutionary War, it should be noted that 
alcohol was invented on July 5, hence the 
term a fifth of whisky. Having the bottles 
contain exactly a fifth of a gallon was an 
afterthought. 
General 
Washington 
confides 
to 
an 
aide that he hopes the army never has to 
encamp at Valley Forge “because the roads 
are so bad there.” 
On July 5,1776, John Hancock,, president 
of the Continental Congress, was in the midst 
of an emotional crisis. He was worried about 
the 
signature 
he 
had 
penned 
on 
the 
Declaration of Independence. “I don’t know 
what got into me,” Hancock told his wife. “I 
don’t even make that large a signature on 
my personal checks.” “What’s the dif­ 
ference,” his wife said, trying to sooth him. 
“ Did you see Sam Adams signature? You 
could hardly read it,” Hancock shot back. 
“ Even Jefferson was restrained. But not me. 
Oh no, I have to take up half a sheet of paper. 
Now everyone will think I’m arrogant and 
conceited. My political career is ruined.” 
“ There are other careers,” his wife said. 
“ Like what,” Hancock asked dejectedly. 
“ Well,” his wife replied. “You might try 
insurance.”

Justice Department 
turns down request 
for July 4 troops

The No. 2 man at the 
Justice Department was 
quoted as saying there 
had

warfare raging” in the 
streets before the Army 
could be sent in. 
The 
c ity ’s 
deputy 
mayor, Albert Gaudiosi, 
s a i d 
P h i l a d e l p h i a 
probably will ask 
for 
state 
national 
guard 
troops 
now 
that 
its 
request for 15,000 federal 
combat 
soldiers 
was 
rejected by Deputy Atty. 
Gen. Harold Tyler. The 
city is seeking the troops 
to aid in crowd control 
and 
to 
handle 
any 
demonstrations July 4. 
In 
Harrisburg, 
Gov. 
Milton J. Shapp said he 
had no present plans to 
send the National Guard. 
“On the basis of the 
federal evaluation, the 
C o m m o n w e a l t h 
of 
Pennsylvania will take 
no action at this time 
either to request federal 
troops or to commit the 
Na t io n al 
Guard 
to 
Philadelphia 
on 
July 
4th ," 
he 
said

statement. 
"I wish to emphasize 
that this decision is not 
final. It is based on the 
facts as we know them at 
this time. Federal, state 
and local officials will 
continue to monitor the 
situation.

Gaudiosi came out of

in the city of Philadelphia

and includes basic yes- 
or-no 
questions 
about 
each one. Depending on 
th e 
answ ers 
to

questions, the reader is 
advised to see a doctor 
immediately, make an 
ap p o in tm en t 
with

physician 
or 
sim ply 
apply the home treat­ 
ment described by Fries 
and Vickery. A separate 
section tells you what 
sort of tests, etc. to ex­ 
pect if you do go to the 
doctor. 
The American Medical 
A sso ciatio n

comment on the book 
because no one in the

official review. 
Here’s how the guide 
works: 
Suppose you have a 
headache. Turn to the

If the answer 
is “ yes,” the guide tells 
you to “ See physician 
now.”

you may be directed to

It is 
designed, says Fries, to 
save time for both con­ 
sum ers and physicians

“ An unproductive visit

“ The biggest myth (in

alleviate symptoms:

Community relations officer 
Joseph Dietz stresses crime prevention with education

Of all the jobs in the 
P o tt s t ow n 
P o l i c e 
D ep artm en t, 
Joseph 
Dietz has one of the most 
demanding. 
A s 
C o m m u n i t y 
Relations Officer, Dietz 
has the unenviable job of 
opening 
the 
lines 
of 
communication between 
the police and the public, 
and also to fight crime 
through public education. 
The first hurdle, ac­ 
cording 
to 
Dietz, 
is 
mak in g 
the 
people 
realize that policemen 
are human, subject to the 
same doubts and fears as 
anybody else. 
“ We have to overcome 
th e 
t el e v i si o n 
cop 
image,” he said. “ People 
tend to identify us with 
“Kojak”, and expect us 
to 
a c t 
th e 
s a m e . 
Television cop shows are 
ridiculous. 
Real police 
work is a lot different.” 


Dietz said the public 
suffers from 
a 
“Why 
Me?” attitude. 
“The first thing a guy 
says when you pull him 
over for speeding is ‘Why 
me? Go out and catch 
bank 
robbers” . 
Dietz 
said. “ What they don’t 
realize is that most of a 
policem an's 
work 
is 
spent on the little things; 
domestic quarrels, dog 
complaints, things like 
that.” 
So, with that type of an 
attitude in mind, con­ 
vi nci ng 
the 
public 
otherwise is a difficult 
task. 
Cr i me 
pr event i on 
through education is at 
least 75 per cent of the job 
of a community relations 
officer. The post was 
formed with the idea that 
crim es 
like 
murder, 
r a p e , 
r obber y 
and 
b u r g l a r y 
could 
be 
prevented if the 'people 
were taught preventive 


measures. 
“ I’m available to speak 
to any group interested in 
learning how to protect

themselves, their homes 
and their families,” he 
said. “ If people knew 
some 
of 
the 
simple 
methods of preventing 
burglaries, 
we 
would 


have less crime.” 
Dietz instructs with the 
aid of films. Each film is 
followed by a discussion 
and a question and an­ 
swer period. 
“Through a grant from 
the Governor’s Justice 
Commission 
we 
were 
able to purchase films on 
many subjects;1’ he said. 
“Those we don’t have I 
can borrow from other 
police 
departments. 
I 
want to stress that we are 
ready 
and 
willing 
to 
speak to any group on 
almost 
any 
subject 
relating to crime.” 
One of the film topics, 
“ C r i m e s 
A g a i n s t 
Women”, explores the 
violent crimes of rape, 
assault and molestation, 
and details methods of 
defense. 
“ On 
Guard 
Bunco” 
deals with the summer 
season favorite, the con 
man. 
* 
"T h e s e 
guys 
are 


always around this time 
of year trying to con 
people with high pressure 
sales tactics,” he said. 
“We tell people how to 
recognize 
a 
con, 
and 
what steps to take to have 
him 
apprehended 
by 
police." 
Dietz 
is 
especially 
proud of his work on 
burglary prevention. 
“ I have an excellent 
presentation on burglary, 
including methods of th­ 
warting 
burglars; 
the 
best locks to install in 
your home, and other 
preventive 
programs,” 
he said. 
Project Identify is one 
of those programs. 
Started in 
1972, the 
concept of the program is 
simple, burglars won’t 
steal 
something 
when 
there’s a chance they’ll 
be caught. 
“ We 
lend 
interested 
residents 
an 
electric 
engraver to carve their 


license or social security 
numbers into valuables 
like stereos, televisions 
and 
other 
household 
items” he said. 
“ Once he has marked 
his items, the person 
keeps 
a 
record 
for 
himself 
and 
turns 
a 
duplicate 
over to 
us 
which we file,” he contin­ 
ued. “If the items are 
ever stolen, he has a 
much better chance of 
getting them back. We’ve 
found that many fences 
won’t touch the marked 
stolen goods.” 
The 
person 
is 
also 
given a large sticker to 
place 
in 
his 
window 
which 
warns 
burglars 
that 
the 
goods 
are 
marked. 
Dietz said there are no 
hard statistics available 
on the success of the 
project, but he has found 
that burglars are less 
likely to break into a 
home bearing the sticker. 


“ In some cases the 
burglar will enter the 
home but will only steal 
cash, leaving the marked 
items,” he said. “I’m 
very interested in getting 
this project started up 
again. We haven’t pushed 
it for quite a while, and 
it’s 
one of the 
best 
tools we have.’’ 
Another program i/ieu 
is hoping to promote is 
“ Neighborhood Watch”. 
Highly 
successful 
in 
other 
parts 
of 
Mon­ 
tgomery county, “Neigh­ 
borhood 
W ateh * ’ 
uses 
people 
to 
help 
other 
people. 
The 
object 
of 
the 
program is to get neigh­ 
bors in to watch out for 
other homes by reporting 
anything 
that 
looks 
suspicious to police.

Dietz, a member of the 
Pottstown police force 
since July, 1972, said he 


became the community 
relations 
officer 
in 
February after Reginald 
Nealy was promoted to 
sergeant. 
The federal and state 
funds 
which 
run 
the 
program are scheduled 
to run out in late Sep­ 
tember. 
At this point, it’s un­ 
certain 
weather 
the 
funding will be renewed, 
or if the borough will take 
over. 
Dietz said he’s con­ 
cerned about the future 
of 
the 
position 
but 
generally tries “not to 
worry about it.” 
“ In the meantime I’ll 
just have to do the best I 
can until they decide If 
the work is worth con­ 
tinuing,” he said. “True, 
I can’t point to any great 
decrease in crime since 
the position opened last 
October. But I think it 
will prove itself given a 
little tim e.”

If you’re bright, learn easily, read 
fast,,,, compute with, skill, have a 
fabulous memory, then yon most 
likely are free of 'the nagging fear of 
failure 'that eats away at most people. 
Bon’I, you believe It, says Richard 
G. Beery, a psychologist at, 'the 
University of California at Berkeley. 
'Beery, who for 'the last, seven years 
has 
been 
working; 
with 
un­ 
dergraduates at, the 
Counseling 
Center on the Berkeley cam,pus, says 
that, for many of'the nation’s brightest 
and most capable students the fear of 
failure is serious,,, and; it. may even, be1 
getting' worse. 


It resulte, he said, ini poor study 
h a b i t s, 
i n 
p r o c r a, s I in at 1 o n „ 
daydreaming, followed by a sudden 
cramming session the night before an 
exam.:ination. 


'Others react by apa,thy, or they 
choose impossible goals, or drive 
'themselves as “ overachieversto' an 
extent, that, almost becom.es a. com­ 
pulsion. 
“ Fear of failure is present, in all of 
us,” Beery said, “ but forces in 
today’s educational environment 
appear to foster and accentuate it to' 
problem. levels.., 


“ In effect, we condition people to 
believe that, they are only as good as 
their achievement,s. 
Instead of 
realistically using and testing their 
abilities, many students begin to 
stockpile "legitimate'’ excuses for not 
succeeding. 
They preserve their 
.sen.se' of self-worth by creating 
'failure with honor,'"” he explained,. 


He told of one such student: 
majoring in physics and hating it, he 
told Beery that, “ it's 'better to' flunk 
out of physics 'than sociology,” 


Or, another typical, one: “ First, he 
procrastinates, then starts writing a 
paper the day before it is due, stays 
up all night, cute classes the next 
morning and barely hands in, the 
pa/per on time. 


“ The student, accepts the resulting; 
grade with the excuse that ‘after all, 
it was written at the last moment..’' 
“ It is easier,” Berry explained, “ to 


accept a *€' with ‘honor’ this way 
than to have actually have tried hard 
and, risked getting the same grade. 
'“ Tragically,” Berry pointed out, 
'“ such students not only fail to 
enhance their sense of worth or 
ability, but end up ¡yrformíng well 
below 'their actual level of com­ 
petence.” 
Beery 
was highly critical 
of 
classrooms that grade on a curve, 
which means that students can only 
make points if there are equal 
numbers losing' points. Calling these 
‘ ‘fallure-oriented * ’ da ssrooms,, 
he 
warns that this kind of com­ 
petitiveness results in today's high 
level of classroom cheating. 
“ Some1 students,” he said, ""think 
nothing of stealing assigned 'books 
from the1 library, or of ripping out 
crucial pages in an, effort to handicap 
'Others,,'” he said. 
These' pressures are' compounded! 
by 'the increasing pressure among 
©Mtege-edutated persons in the job 
in arket.. 


Beery sees 'the anxiety syndrome as 
more serious for the brighter' students 
because 'they often find them, sel ves in 
the pressure' cookers of the most, 
competitive campuses, and It. gets 
more' míense as they climb the ladder 
of accomplishment. 
So, what is the answer? 


Beery Is. trying to. attack the 
problem, from, both ends, Through 
counseling, he says, he is trying to. 
encourage students to set realistic 
accomplishment expectations and 
avoid basing their sense of worth on, 
their intelligence. 


He also, is trying to. encourage a 
change in society by co-authoring a 
new college textbook, '“ Self-Worth 
and School Learning,” with Martin 
Covington, an associate professor .of 
psychology at Berkeley. 


.And, pragmatically', he helped: to. 
develop a, new experimental grading' 
system being tested, at UC Berkeley’s 
Strawberry Creek, College for fresh­ 
men and sophomores, 


Under the system., students, are' 
graded against absolute standards 
'that are' dearly defined and disc us,sed 
at the first, session of each class.

Despite the atrocity talcs,, of a 
beggar children’s concentra lion, camp, 
of brutal mistreatment, of detainees,, of 
police torture chambers,, and all the 
rest, Chile finds it difficult to get, its 
Marxist subversives to leave the 
country. 
A, good number prefer not to go and, 
of those who want to leave their1 
homeland for exile abroad, mi any 
cannot find a country that, will accc.pt 
them. 
The Soviet Union and Communist. 
Cuba take only leaders of the Marxist 
pa,rti.es, not, the rank and file. 
In. any case, of one group of 49 per­ 
sons freed by order of President 
Augusto Pinochet late in May, only 17 
opted! for exile... The government said 
the other 32 chose to ret/urn. to their 
families and go on living in, Chile... 
'This reluctance to leave Chile is a 
characteristic noted even among those 
Chileans whose' political 
activities 
have brought them into conflict with 
the m ilitary government, It is not Just 
a recent development. It is something 
that has 'been seen, since the Chilean 
armed forces toppled, the Marxist 
government, of Presiden! Salvador 
Alende, Sept., II, 1973. 
Even men prominent in the Alende 
reg.im,e who were jailed when, the ar­ 
med forces took control have showed, 
no fear of reprisals. 


Take the case of Orlando Leteier, 
who was Allende’s ambassador to the 
United States until he returned, to Chile 
m 1.973 to take up a succession, of 
cabinet, .posts in the Marxist coalition 
government, 
When. Leteier was released from 
detention and allowed, to go into exile, 
his wife chose to remain behind in 
Chile so that their children could: finish 
the school term. 
According to Chican, government 
sources, there1 are now fewer than ,500' 
.political detainees in Chile. 
Luis Corvalan, secretary general of 
the Comm,mist Party of Chile,, is the 
most prominent. He has 'been. in. ja l 
since shortly after the September, 
1973, revolution. 
Several other important figures in 
the Popular Unity coalition, as Allende 
called: his regime, were released early 
in May.

Radical and onetime education 
minister. 
Corva Ian’s has 'been, the cause 
celebre.

demanding his release, alleging that 
he has been mistreated while in prison, 
His lawyer and others who have 


visited him, however, have been 
quoted as saying that Corvalan is in 
good, health, despite his incarceration, 
although, he has 'been depressed since 
the death of his son. in .Europe a few 
months ago. 
Chileans make much of the fact that 
the Soviet Union and Communist, Cuba 
are to blame' for the continued, 
detention of so many Marxist activists. 
Two years ago, Gen. Pinochet of­ 
fered to exchange those imprisoned for 
political reasons in Chile for an. equal 
number of political, prisoners from 
Cuban, and. Soviet jails. 
Neither Moscow nor 
Havana 
responded to the gesture... 
The United States did offer to accept 
up to 300 detainees and their families, 
but it excluded Communists, ultra- 
left ists 
and terrorists 
from con­ 
sideration,., Because of the careful, 
case-by-case screening the United, 
States gives each applicant for ad­ 
mission, only 18 permit,, and their 
families, were able to travel to the 
United States in, the first 11 months of 
the program,., 
.According to Chilean reports, the 
majority of the persons paroled to the 
United 
States were professionals, 
teachers, bankers, and the like, 
Most of Chile’s best-known Marxist 
politicians have 'been outside of the 
country since shortly 
after Gen. 
Pinochet led the Chilean armed forces 
against the Allende government.

Viking craft enters 


final Martian orbit 


PASADENA, Calif. 
(AP) — A final nudge 
from its rocket engine 
put Viking I in a per­ 
manent orbit around 
Ma r s on Monday, 
another step toward a 
descent to the surface 
w here no ma n - no a d e 
object has survived for 
more than 20 seconds. 
If all goes weil, a 
l a n d e r f r om t he 
spacecraft will descend 
to the surface on July 4 
and land in the mouth of 
an ancient river valley. 
Viking itself will remain 
in space. The 3-minute 
rocket burst Monday 
fixed the unmanned 
probe in an obit it will 
travel for the rest of its 
existence. 
Scientists ordered the 
final maneuver to shrink 
Viking’s circuit from a 
42-hour trip — the length 
of its initial orbit — to a 
circle the spacecraft will 
complete in 24.6 hours, or 
one Martian day. 
This orbit will bring the 
craft over the intended 
landing site at the same 
time each day. 
E a r l y mes s a g e s 
beamed back by the 
spacecraft indicated all 
was well after the rocket 
firing, though it was to be 
several hours before the 
success of the maneuver 
would be known in detail. 
“It appears that we 
had a very successful 
M a r s o r b i I t r i m 
maneuver this morning,” 
said mission director 
Thomas Young as the 
data began arriving from 
Viking. 
Beginning Tuesday, 
the landing site and other 
areas of the dry, dusty 
Martian surface will be 
thoroughly studied by 
instrum ents aboard 
Viking. If the landing 
area is found to be too 
hard or too soft, or 
strewn with boulders and 
potholes, scientists will 
divert the landing vehicle 
to another area, 
Aside from possible 
l a n d i n g d a n g e r s, 
scientists want to make 
sure the area will be 
suitable for the robot 
lander’s experiments in 
search of Martian life. 
On its daily journey 
around the planet, the 
Viking orblter will pass 
within less than a 
thousand miles of the 
surface and as far as 


about 20,000 miles at its 
most distant point. 
The orbiter section of 
the 4-ton spacecraft will 
carry out experiments of 
its own and also serve as 
a communications relay 
station for the lander 
section after it drops to 
the surface of Mars. 
It will be the first 
American try at landing 
instrum ents on the 
Martian surface. In 
several Soviet attempts, 
no lander has lasted 
more than 20 seconds on 
the surface, the exact 
composition of which is 
unknown. 
After its arrival near 
Mars on Saturday, 
Viking went into a wider 
first orbit than had been 
planned, because of 
technical problems 
earlier. For that reason. 
M o n d a y ’ s o r b i t 
c o r r e c t i o n w a s 
necessary. 
The Viking oribiter will 
continue to whirl in its 
orbit for many years, 
even after its com­ 
munication system dies. 
Mariner 9, the unmanned 
probe that studied Mars 
in 1971-72 and helped 
select a Viking landing 
site, is presently spinning 
silently in Mars orbit. 
The orbiter is equipped 
with instruments to 
photograph the surface, 
map temperatures at 
various places on the 
surface and in the at­ 
mosphere, and search for 
water in the atmosphere. 
Though V i k in g ’s 
cameras are powerful, 
they can only pick out 
objects on the surface 
about the size of a foot­ 
ball field, So even after 
extensive photography of 
the surface is carried out 
over the next 10 days, the 
exact nature of the 
surface will be somewhat 
of a question mark when 
the lander touches down. 
The mouth of a huge, 
ancient valley was 
picked for the landing of 
Viking 1 because it is 
thought water might 
have once flowed there. 
Without the presence of 
water at some time in the 
past or present the 
existence of any life at all 
is considered unlikely. 
Viking II, an identical 
spacecraft, is following 
behind Viking I and is 
scheduled for a landing 
about Sept. 4.

Long trial expected 
Harrises jury selection begins 


LOS ANGELES <AP) 
— The trial of William 
and Emily Harris opened 
Monday with several 
p ro sp ectiv e ju ro rs 
gasping audibly when 
they heard the names of 
the defendants. 
The Harrises were 
seated behind the wall-to- 
wall bullet-proof glass 
shield that divides the 
courtroom. 
Patricia Hearst, the 
Harrises’ kidnap victim, 
o n e - t i m e f u g i IJ v e 
traveling companion and 
co-defendant, was ab­ 
sent. However, Superior 
Court Judge Mark 
Brandler told the 47 
potential jurors she will 
c e r t a i n l y not be 
forgotten 
‘ ‘ T h e a c t i o n s , 
statements and conduct 
of Patricia Hearst un­ 
doubtedly will be called 
to your attention in­ 
numerable times,” he 
said.The Harrises are 
charged with kidnaping, 
robbery and assault 
stemming from a night 
and day of violence in Los 
Angeles in May 1974. 
M i s s 
H e a r s t , a 
codefendant facing the 
s a m e charges, is 
awaiting sentencing on a 
bank robbery conviction 
and is not being tried! 
with the Harrises. 
Brandler launched the 
jury selection by 
q u e s t i o n i n g t h e 
veniremen on whether 
hardship or prejudice 
against the defendants 
would prevent them from 
serving as jurors. 
Jury selection is ex­ 
pected to last about two 
weeks and Brandler 
estimated the trial would 
last six weeks to two 
months. 
The questioning of 
jurors began in a cour­ 
troom which was the 
subject of controvery 
earlier in. the day. The 
Harris defense team 
repeatedly objected that 
Miss H earst’s bank 
robbery trial in San 
Francisco was conducted 
without the bullet-proof 
shield that stretches 
across the courtroom 
here and separates 
spectators from judge, 
jury and other trial 
participants. 
The defense accused 
Brandler of being in fear 
of the Harrises — 
William, 31, and Emily, 
29 — both avowed 
m e m b e rs of the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Ar­ 
my.But Brandler, denying 
any fear, promised “to 
afford the defendants 
...an impartial trial.” 
Chief defense attorney 
Leonard Weinglass 
predicted a long and 
arduous jury selection, 
alleging that most Los 
Angeles residents are 
afraid of the Harrises — 


a fear he insisted had 
infected the judge. 
“...The court itself has 
become fearful of this 
case and these defen­ 
dants,” Weinglass said. 
Weinglass, a veteran of 
the Chicago Seven and 
Pentagon Papers trials, 
fought futilely to move 
the Harris case to a 
conventional courtroom 
without the thick shield of 
glass and wire that now 
separates the spectators 
and: press from the trial 
participants, 
“ One of the most 


vexing problems in this 
case is the problem of the 
fear that’s been injected 
in this community 
against Bill and Emily 
Harris,” he said. “Most 
jurors brought into this 
courtroom will be in fear 
of the defendants and 
seeing the glass shield 
will confirm that 
feeling.” 
He added. “If we go 
before a trier of fact who 
is in fear and expresses 
that fear, we have no 
hope of keeping that fear 
out of the jury box.”

Reporter recalls Castro warning on plots 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— Fidel Castro’s warning 
about the safety of U.S. 
leaders 
in September 
1963 came in an unex­ 
pected interview at a 
diplomatic 
recept io n, 
according to the reporter 
who talked 
with the 
Cuban dictator. 
The interview occurred 
when 
Castro 
arrived 
unannounced 
at 
a 
reception given by the 
Brazilian 
embassy 
in 
Havana “ He spent the 
whole time talking to 
me,” Associated Press 


reporter Daniel Harker 
said Monday, recalling 
the 
three-hour 
con­ 
versation. 
Sources close to the 
Senate 
Intelligence 
Committee say Castro’s 
choice of a 
Brazilian 
reception as the site to 
deliver 
his 
warning 
provides 
further cir­ 
cumstantial 
evidence 
that he knew about a CIA 
plot against his life. 
However, no link has 
been proven. According 
to these sources, 
the 
interview took place two 


days after a Cuban CIA 
operative, code named 
AM-LASH, contacted a 
U.S. intelligence agent in 
Brazil 
where 
they 
discussed 
Castro’s 
assassination. 
“ The fact that Castro 
chose 
the 
Brazilian 
embassy as the site to 
make his remarks was 
taken (by the committee) 
as an indication that he 
knew” about the CIA 
plot, one source close to 
the committee said. “ If 
you were dealing with a 
clod, you might dismiss 


it,” this source said, “ but 
Castro was 
a 
bright 
fellow who liked nuan­ 
ce.” 
The sources noted that 
the CIA plot continued 
despite the indication 
that Castro knew of it and 
that this adds weight to 
the never proven theory 
that the Cuban dictator 
had a motive to order the 
a s s a s s i n a t i o n 
of 
President 
John 
F. 
Kennedy. 
Harker, who was the 
AP 
correspondent 
in 
Havana from 1963 to 1965, 


recalled that he asked 
Castro for reaction to 
rumors of plots against 
his life. Castro replied 
that “ U.S. leaders should 
think that if they are 
aiding terrorists’ plans to 
eliminate Cuban leaders, 
they themselves will not 
be safe.” Barker, who 
was 28 at the time, noted 
that 
Castro 
would 
“ frequently 
evade 
questions he didn’t want 
to answer with a joke,” 
but on this occasion “ he 
did not evade, he an­ 
swered right back in a 


clearway.

church-related colleges 
to provide nonreligious 
education.

Sm ith, 
executive secretary of 
the national council of 
i n depe n d en t 
col leges, 
called the court's 5-4

hard-pressed 
church 
affiliated schools.

carrying

$5.3 million per year, 
under which grants are 
made to colleges which 
attest that the money is 
not being put to sectarian 
use.

a d d i t i o n

Maryland, programs, of

aid

colleges, including those 
with church ties, are in 
effect 
in 
Illionois, 
Louisiana, 
Michigan, 
Minnesota, New Jersey,

Pennsylvania.

Christian Democrats win 
as Communists score gain 
ROME (UPI) - The 
Christian Democrats 
Monday won their 
b ig g e s t e le c tio n 
challenge from the 
Communists since the 
end of World War II but 
the Communists scored 
large gains which may 
assure them a role in 
government. 
T h e C h r i s t i a n 
Democrats, who lost 
ground to the Com­ 
munists in regional 
elections one year ago, 
rallied to capture both 
the Senate and Chamber 
of Deputies and retain 
their position as Italy’s 
dom inant party —a 
position they have held 
for 31 years. 
But the Communists 
forged their biggest 
election gains in history, 
picking up more than § 
per centage points over 
their showing in the last 
national elections in 1972 
and making it almost 
im possible for the 
Christian Democrats to 
form a government 
w ithout their par­ 
ticipation. 
With nearly 85 per cent 
of the vote counted, the 
Christian Democrats 
held 38.5 per cent of the 
vote in the Chamber. The 
Communists polled 35.1 
per cent and the 
Socialists, who stand to 
become the key in any 
future government, had 
9.7 per cent . 
(In Paris, Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger 
refused any comment on 
the Italian results 
although he warned that 
Communist participation 
in government would 
force the United States to 
review its policy toward 
its NATO ally.) 
T h e C h r i s t i a n 
De m ocra ts proel a i m ed 
victory early in the 
evening and hailed their 
success in turning back 
the most serious Com­ 
munist challenge they 
have ever faced. 
But it was not im­ 
mediately clear how or 
whether the Christian 
Democrats could form a 
government without the 
Communists. 
The combined vote of 


the Christian Democrats 
and other center and 
center-right parties fell 
short of 50 per cent, 
meaning the Christian 
Democrats could not get 
a majority without taking 
the Socialists into the 
government. 
But the Socialists have 
said repeatedly they 
would not join any 
government unless the 
Communists are taken in 
too and party secrterary 
Francesco de Martino 
said after Monday’s 
results the Socialists 
would stick to their 
position. 
Com m unist party 
S e c r e t a ry Enri co 
Berlinguer, addressing 
10,000 Communist sup­ 
porters from the balcony 
of party headquarters, 
said the returns showed 
neither major party 
could form a government 
without the other. 
' ‘The C h r i s t i a n 
Democrats cannot fail to 
deal with the Communist 
party and we, as we have 
always said, cannot but 
deal with the Christian 
Democrats," Berlinguer 
said."The party has made a 
big leap forw ard,” 
Berlinguer told a crowd 
of cheering, supporters, 
who waved hammer and 
sickle flags and sang 
"The Red Flag" Com­ 
munist anthem. 
Berlinguer predicted 
his party would win about 
215 seats in the 630- 
mem be r Ch a m be r of 
Deputies, a gain of 40 
T h e C h r i s t i a n 
Democrat polled more 
than 38 per cent of the 
vote in the Chamber 
races, roughly equal to 
their 1972 vote and three 
per cent better than their 
showing in last year’s 
regional elections. 
It was a surprising 
result in view of the fact 
the ruling party has been 
wracked by scandals 
involving Lockheed and 
CIA bribery payoffs to 
ex ministers and has been 
unable to bring the 
country out of a com­ 
bination of spiraling 
inflation and high 
unemployment. 


T h e 
C h r i s t i a n 
Democrats, who warned 
repeatedly in the cam­ 
paign that the Com­ 
munists would curtail 
personal liberty and 
move Italy toward the 
Soviet camp if they came 
to power, took votes 
away from small right- 
wing parties while losing 
some of their old support 
to the Communists. 
T h e C h r i s t i a n 
Democrats also rallied 
behind U.S. warnings 
that America would 
review its relations with 
Italy if the Communists 
joined the government 
and Vatican threats that 
Roman Cathotics who 
voted Communist would 
be excommunicated. 
T h e 
C h r i s t i a n 
Democrats promised 
during the campaign 
they would not take the 
C o m m u n i s t s l o t o 
government, and party 
P resid en t A m intore 
Fanfani said Monday 
night the party would 
abide by that pledge. 
"We asked votes for 
democratic reform in 
liberty," Fanfani said. 
"We have received the 
mandate to lead it.”

SAN DIEGO (AP) - 
The woman’s outfit that 
sailor Julian F. Boddie 
III wore wasn’t exactly 
becoming, in fact it was 
tacky. But his mother 
says the disguise was 
good enough to get her 
son out of a Mexican 
prison. 
Boddie walked out of 
Mexico’s La Mesa 
federal prison dressed as 
a 
w o m a n , 
t h e 
culmination of the 
mother’s two-month plan 
to free her son. 
Ruby Boddie of Atlanta 
said Monday she devised 
the ingenious escape plot 
after paying more than 
$3,000 to Mexican 
lawyers in unsuccessful 
attempts to free her son 
through legal channels. 
"He looked so tacky 
when he walked through 
the prison gates," Mrs. 
Boddie. "I didn’t think it 
would work this easily." 
Boddie, 24, a Navy 
P.O.2.C., imprisoned on a 
marijuana charge, 
walked out at 2:05 p.m. 
on Father’s Day while 
Mexican guards watched 
without suspicion. 
Since women were 
allowed to visit prisoners 
on Father’s Day, Mrs, 
Boddie arranged for her 
daughter Patricia to 
enter the prison wearing 
a double set of clothing. 
Posing as her brother’s 
girlfriend, she brought in 
a padded bra, pants, 


b l o u s e a nd 
un­ 
derclothing, and paid $10 
for a room in the prison 
area set aside for con­ 
jugal visits. Once inside 
the room, she helped 
Boddie dress like a 
woman. 
She is a former model 
"and she really knows 
how to use makeup,” the 
mother said. 
The prisoner and his 
sister then walked out of 
prison, looking like two 
women. As they passed 
through the gate, they 
turned over a visitor’s 
voucher, given for the 
visits. In previous visits, 
Mrs. Boddie managed to 
keep one for her son’s 
escape, she said. 
Boddie and his 16-year- 
old brother, Royce, were 
picked up last March in 
Tijuana for possession of 
1 7 m illigr a m s of 
marijuana while he was 
en route to his San Diego 
duty station. 
The younger brother 
wasn’t held. 
Boddie has been listed 
as a deserter since then, 
but the Navy was notified 
of his escape. A Navy 
spokesman said Monday 
it m ay drop those 
charges. 
In her frequent visits to 
San Diego over the last 
two months, Mrs. Boddie 
said she built up an $800 
hotel tab. 
“At least, I got my son 
back," she said. 


Five rare tigers 
die in Omaha zoo 
OMAHA, Neb. (UPD — 
Five Sumatran tigers, on 
the endangered species 
list as the rarest tiger 
breed, died at Henry 
Doorly Zoo during the 
weekend after being 
administered a de wor­ 
ming drug. 
"They just died bang, 
b a n g , b a n g li ke 
dom inoes,” Dr. Lee 
Simmons, director of the 
zoo, said Monday. 
Simmons called the 
multiple deaths, which 
wiped out all but one of 
the largest collection of 
Sumatran tigers in 
captivity, a “disaster in 
the zoo world." 
“ It was the most 
terrible, frustrating, 
helpless feeling I’ve ever 
had," said Simmons, who 
has been associated with 
zoos for 24 years. 
"In some instances it 
was too late to do 
anything. But when we 
thought we could help, 
nothing seem ed to 
work." 
Simmons said the big 
cats ranged in age from 4 
to 14. The tigers—a 
father, mother and three 
offspring—died Saturday 
within 24 to 48 hours after 
receiving the drug mixed 
in with their food. 
Simmons said a sixth 
tiger, Anna, 5, showed 
som e “ very slight 
symptoms" but survived. 
Autopsies showed the 
cats died from suf­ 
focation after their lungs 
collapsed. Simmons said 
what triggered the 
reaction has not been 
determined. He declined 
to identify the drug. 
Simmons said five 
polar bears and five 
orangutans were given 
the same drug “out of the 
same packet and at the 
same time, but it didn’t 
bother them." 
"A drug reaction of this 
type either has not been 
seen or reported before in 
large cats in general or

tigers," Simmons said. 
"We want to make damn 
sure to get the rest of the 
zoo world informed as 
rapidly as possible.

Simmons said he had 
placed calls to several 
cat experts to find out 
what should be looked for 
in planned detailed 
laboratory tests. 
"We’re moving as 
rapidly as possible,” 
Simmons said. "This is 
simply a disaster." 
The zoo began building 
its Sumatran tiger 
collection about 10 years 
ago. Simmons said there 
was "no way to put a 
monetary value on this 
type of cats. There 
haven’t been any sold in 
the past seven, eight or 
nine years." 
The zoo’s Sumatran 
tigers were believed to be 
among less than 200 left 
in the world. The tigers 
are found only in the 
wilds of the island of 
Sumatra.
